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Magee, Associate Juvenile Judge.

A mother appeals from the order terminating her parental rights to her

child. AFFIRMED.
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SACKETT, C.J.

Tiffany, the mother of Carson, appeals from the juvenile court order
terminating her parental rights. She contends the court erred (1) in continuing
the dispositional review hearing until after the petition to terminate her parental
rights was filed, and (2) in not holding a permanency hearing. We affirm.

From our review of the record, we find no mention of these contentions in
any of the court’s rulings nor any motions to amend or enlarge the court’s rulings.
These claims are not preserved for our review. See In re K.C., 660 N.W.2d 29,
38 (lowa 2003); In re A.M.H., 516 N.W.2d 867, 872 (lowa 1994).

AFFIRMED.
